A Remarkable Occurrence in the Old Days at Stony rd

Living as we did for a number of 
years the only settler in’ the ‘district, 
generally when travellers called it 
meant staying all night, and often 

ae and thus friendships were 
rmed much more lasting than at the

One of our closest and best belov, 
ed friends was William Ogilvie (af- 
terwards Commissioner of the 
Yukon), and he generally made it a 
point of staying some time with us 
when in the West. On one of these 
occasions, in the fall of 1892 if my 
memory is correct, he dropped in and 
received his usual welcome.

at that time were being swept by a’ 


spiritualistic wave (somethitig like the 
present time) and table turning, con- 
sulting with mediums, cté., was all 
the rage.
